GRAPHIC STORY 


OF AMERICANS. 

Washington, Maren %.—A graphic 
story of the explosion which damaged 
the English channel steamer Sussex 
and the events which followed is told 
in a joint affidavit, signed by Edward 
8. Huxley and Francis E. Drake, both 
of New York, and fofwarded to the 
state department today by Ambassador 
Page at London. | 

The affidavit follows: 2 

“At five minutes past three When we 
were About an hour and a half from 
Folkestone we were seated in the deck 
talking a little less than half way 
back on the starboard side. Without 
the slightest warning there occurred 
a loud roaring explosion. Wreckage and 
tons of water were thrown into the 
air, higher than the masts and the 
water came down on the boat as far 
back as the stern. We went forward 
and saw the entire forward part of the 
ship, including part 6f the bridge and 
the forward mast gone. 

“Some men and women jumped over- 
board at once and we threw over rafts 
and seats to them. We then went to 
help the women into the life boats and 
afterwards to help the wounded out 
of the debris. We saw at least fifteen 
severely wounded and helped with five 
ourselvés. Among these were Dr. Pen- 
field and Miss Baldwin. 

One Beat Capsized. 

“Altogether six boats were launched. 
One of these capsized with its passen- 
gers. We supposed twenty-five or 
thirty people were lost in this boat. 
We lowered one boat ourselves. ot 
the remaining five boats three were 
filled with passengers and standing off 
one hundred yards. Of the other two 
one was nearly full of water and con- 
tained only five men. We did not see 
the sixth boat. We know of only three 
Americans who got into the life boats, 
Mr. and Mrs. Baldwin and Miss Bald- 
win. 

“After ten minutes of watching we 
decided that as the ship was apparently 
not sinking we would stay with her. 
After the small boats had been stand- 
ing by for an hour they were hailed 
and the people brought back on board. 

“About dusk a sailing vessel three 
miles away: which had been standing 
by for some time was signalled by 
rockets and waving of blankets. At 
least thirty exploding rockets and col- 
ored flares were sent up, but the ship 
continued her course and disappeared 
in the distance. 

“The wireléss rémained intact 
though the operator said it was very 
difficult to receive because the for- 
Ward mast was gone and the antennae

“At 11:30 o'clock a French steamer

"The fret Officer (at least a com- 


missioned officér), of the reseving 
British ship, told us that the captain 
of the Sussex reported to the captain 


the wake of the torpedo. He ported 
his helm hard and in @ few seconds 
longer would have escaped it. ; 
“No life belts were given to the pas- 
sengers and we found them with great 
difficulty after the explosion. In our 
opinion the explosion occurred about 
fifty feet from the bow afd apparent- 
ly on the stafboard side. We solemnly 
swear that the above statement is true 
to the best of our -knowledge and be-

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DEATH LIST IS GROWING; 
102 PASSENGERS MISSING 


Several Americans Not Yet 
Accounted For — Reports 
Are Conflicting in Regard 
to Fate of Prof. Baldwin, 
Wife and Daughter. 


London, March 27.—Although there is 
still some uncertainty as to the loss of 
te in the disaster to the cross chan- 
hel steamer Sussex Friday there no 
longer ie any doubt that the death list 
is much larger than the early advices 
indicated. The latest flgures compiled 
in London show as many as 102 persons 
missing, including five Americans. 

436 Persons on Board. 

The Sussex had 436 persons aboard, 
of whom the following have been ac- 
counted for: Landed at Dover 72; land- 
ed at Boulogne, 250; dead at Boulogne, 
d; dekd at Dover, 3. 

The list of missing may be slightly 
diminished by the fact that some of the 
passengers who landed continued their 
journey without reporting their safety. 

The casualties occtirred in two 
ways—first, in the explosion when the 
ship was struck, and second by drown- 
ing when two life boats capsized. 

Captain Mouffet, together with sever- 
al of the officers and a number of the 
passengers, asserts that the ship un- 
doubtedly was torpedoed. Most of these 
witnesses declare they saw the torpedo 
when it was a distance of about 100 
yards. Unfortunately they say there 
Was not time enough to avoid it, al- 
though the captain made an attempt 
to save his vessel by a quick maneuver. 

The explosion killed or wounded sev- 
eral men in the engine room and some 
occupants of the saloon directly above 
it. Injury to the wireless apparatus 
prevented calls for help and it was 
several hours before assistance arrived. 
The Sussex now lies in shallow water 
in Boulogne harbor, 
total loss. Most of the damage is above 
the water line. The main shock of the 
explosion was spent in blowing off the 
fore part of the ship. 

Diary of Disuster. 
The disaster is graphically describ- 


gart, who says he jotted down the facts 
in regular sequence in his diary, The 
diary says: 

“Friday, 1:30 p. m.—Left Folkestone; 
3 p. m. torpedoed, boats launched, wire- 
less broken; 3:15 p. m., wireless réstor- 
ed, smoke of steamer seen, sailing ship 
on horizon; 5:30 p. m., rain falling, life- 
boats 300 yards away; 6 p. m., life- 
boats returning; 8 p. m., vessel rémain- 
ing afloat, many passengers asleep, all 
calm; 11:30 p. m., French trawler ar- 
rived from Boulogne, women off, tor- 
pedo boats arrived. Saturday 1:80 a. m., 
wounded and officers taken abroad de- 
stroyer.” 

The main facts of ‘the disaster were 
given by M. Lipsart as follows: 

“Torpedo shattered the forepart of 
the vessel, although she was traveling 
very fast on an unusual course between 
Folkestone and Dieppe. There was some 
loss of life at the moment of the ex- 
plosion. During the launching of boats 
a further loss followed and nearly three 
hours later two boats capsized with 
more casualties. The remaining boats 
were recalled and the passengers taken 
back on the ship, from which the first 
persons were removed by a French 
trawler half am hour before midnight.” 


LINER TORPEDOED, 
SWEAR AMERICANS 
WHO WERE SAVED 


Paris, March 26.— There is no man- 
ner of doubt whatever that the chan- 
nel steamship Sussex was torpedoed 
without warning.“ says an official state- 
ment issued here tonight, based upon 
affidavits made by American surviv- 
ors.

Mise Hale’s Story. 

Miss Edna Hale, an American resi- 
dent of London, told the Associated 
Press last night that the captain of 
the channel steamer Sussex expressed 
the opinion that his Vessel was struck 
by a torpedo as “he saw its silver 
streak.” Miss Hale thinks, howéver, 
the disaster was caused by a mine. 

“We were about half way across,” 
said Miss Hale, “when we were struck. 
The séa was quite smooth. I think 
there must have been one hundred per- 
bons lost and injured. I should say 
ten or tWelvé,of this number were 
Americans. 

“Among the killed was Miss Bald- 
Win, who was with her father. She 
Was struck on the head. There were 
not many children on board and 80 
far as I know, all of them are safe. 

“Nine of the fifteen men in the Sa- 
loon were killed. Among those wo 
lost their lives was a Persian prince, 
who had just been joking about his 
‘safety waistcoat’ when he was flung 
into the sea. A French officer's son, 
who was going to the front, had both 
legs cut off.”

Paris, March 26.—An official list of 
Sussex survivors, prepared at Boulogne, 
does not contain thé names of a hum- 
ber of Americans who were on board.

FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, March 26.—In the Verdun re- 
gion. west of the Meuse, there were 
violent artillery. actions last night, 
but no infantry encounters, this after- 
noon’s official statement says. East 
of the Meuse the night passed quietly. 
Two German attacks in the wood of 
Le Pretre were repulsed... The an- 
nouncement follows: ; 

“West of the Meuse the bombard- 
ment was very violent in the course of 
the,night in the sectors of Malancourt, 
Esnes and Hill 304. There were no 
infantry actions. East of the Meuse 
the night was relatively calm. There 
was some activity on the’ part of the 
artillery in the Woevre. . 

“In Le Pretre wood two attacks di- 
rected by the enemy against our 
trenches at Croix des Carmes were re- 
pulsed by our fire. The enemy was 
compelled to retire, leaving some dead 
on the ground. 

“In the Vosges we bombarded sup- 
ply trains at Wattweiler. There were 
no important events on the remainder 
of the front. 

“On the night of March 25-26 two 
of our aeroplanes dropped sixteen 
bombs of large size on the enemy 
camps at Nantillois and Montfaucon.” 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight follows: 

“In the Argonne we concentrated our 
fire on the lines of communication be- 
hind the enemy’s front. We bombard- 
ed revictualing convoys north of Apre- 
m 


ont. 

“West of the Meuse there was a vio- 
lent bombardment between the village 
and wood of Malancourt and against 
our second line positions. No infantry 
action occurred. 

“Bast of the Meuse and in the Woe- 
vree the cannonading was intermittent. 
Our artillery was very active along 
the whole of the front, particularly in 
the region of Grimaucourt, where the 
fire of our batteries caused several ex- 
plositions and in the region of Harville, 
where we dispersed a large convoy. 

“West of Pont-a-Mousson the fire of 
our trench guns directed against Ger- 
man shelters caused the explosion of 
a grenade depot. Our long range guns 
bombarded the railway station at Vig- 
neulles-Les-Hatton-Chatel. 

“In the Voges our artillery was active 
against the German organizations in the 
valley of the Fecht. 

“This morning a German aeroplane 
was brought down; it fell near our

RUSSIANS GAINING 


AGAINST GERMANS. 

Petrograd, March 26.—(Via London.) 
The sudden development of a Russian 
offensive on the Dvinsk front, which 
has taken the Germans by surprise, 
has during the past week resulted in 
a considerable advance by the Russians 
over two of the most important sec- 
tors—at Jacobstadt, which: protects the 
northern flank, and in the Narocz lake 
region, which defends the southern 
positions. At neither point were the 
Germans able to stay the Russian ad- 
vance. The main Russian effort is 
ee made on the. southern portion 
of e northern line, where the Rus- 
sians are proceeding towards Sventsi- 
any. This movement, if successful, 
would result in the capture of the 
Vilna-Dvinsk railway line, which now 
serves the Germans at Dvinsk. 

According to reports, the Germans 
already have removed their depots and 
supply stations to a point west of Novo 
Alexandrovsk and their activity con- 
sists chiefly in constructing a line of 
fortifications in the rear of those they 
now occupy, to which they may re- 
treat in case of continued Russian suc- 
cesses. 

The following official communication 
was issued today: 

“Western (Russian) front: In the 
Riga sector the German artillery has 
shelled Shlok and Ixskull Bridgehead. 

In the Jacobstadt sector the Ger- 
mans took the offensrve in the vicin- 
ity of the Mitau railway, but were re- 
pulsed by our fire. There has been 
lively artillery firing at some other 
points on this sector. 

“Westward of Dvinsk our troops 
captured an enemy trench, taking some 
prisoners. 

“Desperate py} continues in the 
region northwest of Postavy and Lakes 
Narocz and Vichnevskoie. 

“In the rest of the front as far as 
the Rakitno Marshes there has been 
a heavy exchange of gunfire at va- 
rious points. The enemy attempted to 
open an attack southward of Karpi- 
loyka, westward of Deerajno, which 
was repulsed by our rifie fire and 
grenades. 

“In Galicia the enemy attacked one 
of our positions in the district where 
the Stripa joins the Dniester, but here 
also was driven back by our fire. 

“In the region of the upper Tchoruk 
river, in the Caucasus region, our de- 
tachments are making good progress, 
dislodging the Turks from heights 
which were defended by several super- 
imposed lines of trenches. Our troops 
also have advanced considerably in the 
region southeastward of Bitlis, in the 
Lake Van region of Asiatic Turkey. 

“Our capture of 18 officers and 1.225 
soldiers during the attack and taking 
of trenches reported in the official 
communication of the 24th, was thus 
reported in the German communica- 
tion: ‘From a small salient on our 
front southward of Lake Narocz we 
retired a few hundred yards towards 
heights near the village of Bligneiki 
in order to avoid the concentric fire 
of the enemy.”

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VEIL OF SECRECY 1S CAST 


the Doings of Military 
Tribunal. 


London—(Correspondence of The As- 
sociated Press.) — The veil of secrecy is 


nowhere deeper than over the doings } 


of the court-martial. In one division 
of the French army, it is known that 
since the beginning of the war, the 


court-martial has dealt with 315 cases. 


It has passed the death sentence on 24 
men, of whom, however only 15 were 
executed, the other 9 obtaining pardons 
or commutations. 

An officer, attached to this division 
as a permanent court official, has given 
to a correspondent of the Daily Mail 
some details of the workings of the 
tribunal: “You must remember,” he 
said, “that armies today are made up 

f men of all shades and colors of 

elief and creed, anarchists, republi- 
cans, royalists, atheists and what not. 
Out of this material we have welded 
together an army, the Hike of which the 
world has never seen. 

„It is not, however, the bad eggs, of 
whom there are a few in every regi- 
ment, who gave us trouble in the matter 
of desertion in the faee of the enemy, 
but rather the better sort of fellows, 
who cannot understand the military 
necessity of harsh discipline. 

“Our first court-martial in a case of 
this kind occurred fairly early in the 
war. We were new to the business 
ourselves, but it was a flagrant breach, 
and to check its repetition it had to 
be dealt with according to the rules 
of the war. The man was duly tried 
and sentenced. I went to his cell and 
read the death sentence to him. He 
listened without seeming to understand 
what had taken place and that he was 
condemned to die. 

“That night I instructed an officer 
to call for a firing squad. Our firing 
squads are always composed of volun- 
teers, twelve men. Not a man volun- 
teered for that task. We had to com- 
mandeer a squad. The prisoner was 
marched out at dawn, stood quietly fac- 
ing the levelled rifles, and died with- 
out faltering. I am sure he never 
realized the gravity of his offence. But 
war is war. 

“Now it is different. The men know 
the value of discipline, know that a 
breach may endanger the lives of many 
comrades or even the safety of France, 
and though the breaches of this kind 
still occur, they are met in a different 
spirit. Now when I call for a firing 
squad, fifty men at once volunteer.” 

Is the family notified that a man 
been executed? asked the inter- 
viewer. 

“Yes and no,” the officer replied. “The 
French code is peculiar. 
of death is sent to the family soon after 
the execution as though the man died 
in action. Then three months later the 
family receives a bill for 12.55 francs 
($2.50), the expenses of the execution. 
But otherwise there is no publicity. The 
grave is not marked officially, but a 
record is kept. so that it will not be 
difficult to locate later on. 

“Occasionally we have to deal with 
the case of a men who has become 
sick of the trenches and thinks that 
the easiest way to get an honorable 
discharge is to wound himself, shoot 
off his trigger finger or the like. This 
is a capital offense in time of war, and 
is invariably so punished. 

“A recent case of this kind was that 
of a young lieutenant who was mar- 


ried three days before the outbreak ot 


the war. He was a gallant soldier, but 


after a few months he became some-. 


sick, and to get back to his wife was 
his one desire. Months passed and he 
could not get leave, so he took matters 
in his own hands and drove a bullet 
through his left forearm. He did not 
stop to think that it would soon be dis- 
covered that his wound was caused by 
a French bullet. 

“He was court-martialed and sen- 
tenced to be shot. I read the death 
sentence. but a few hours later a par- 
don reached us. But the lieutenant knew 
his duty and fell fighting in the ftelA 
without ever seeking his wife again.”

THE END OF THE WAR. 

Chief discussion of the European war as 
affecting American problems now centers 
about the termination of it, and how we are 
going to adjust ourselves to the new condi- 
tions when peace is reestablished. 

The war came so suddenly that it tore 
world commercial conditions all to pieces. 
The present problem is whether we are 
going to be equally unprepared for peace. 
We don’t know just when it is coming, but 
we do know it is coming and if we are not 
ready for it, of course it will be our own 
fault. It is a question now of exercising 
the foresight which could not, of course, 
have been exercised in advance of the con- 
flict. 

The folly of failure to look ahead and 
prepare commercially for the return of 
peace is emphasized in the following from 
The Washington Times: 


But we must not forget that while no 
man yet sees the end of the war, it will 
end. If we do not give heed to that 
day, whether it is to come next month, 
next season, or next year; if we do not 

repare, when it comes, to shift labor 
rom the powder mills to the textile mills, 
and from the cartridge factories to the 
hard re factories; if we are not ready 
to use our steel for rails where we have 
been ueing, it for guns; if, as the beiliger- 
ents cut off our foreign war markets from 
American capital and labor, we do not, 
by exactly as much, turn over to Ameri- 
can e¢apital and labor our home peace 
markets, now open to outsiders, we 
shail be living between now and the 
firing of the last shot of the war in a 
fool's paradise. 


We have done practically nothing as yet 
to get out of the “fool's paradise.” It the 
war should end tomorrow, or next week, or 
next month, we would be just as unpre- 
pared for the new condition as we were for 
the beginning of it, which brought us a 
financial and commercial distress unlike 
anything we had known short of severe 
financial panic. : 

There ig almost equal commercial dan- 
ger in the sudden return of peace. Even 
the suggestion of peace today has its imme- 
diate effect on the stock and other markets. 
Peace talk today causes depression: it is 
strikingly indicative of what peace itself 
would do. 

Under the circumstances we must look 
about us and get ready for almost as great a 
cataclysm as that of the fall of 1914. It 
is a question for each individual, for aggre- 
gations of individuals, for communities and 
for the government itself. Germany got 
ready on suspicion; we are not even doing 
what we should when we see the reason and 
necessity for it. 

So far as the farmer’s end of it 1s con- 
cerned, and that is really the most impor- 
tant, his real danger lies in having too much 
of one thing—here in the south the danger 
of having too much cotton. The coming of 
peace is just as liable to bring low prices 
for cotton as did the beginning of the war. 
But the farmer who makes his own food, 
as well as a little to sell to somebody else, 
will be well fortified against any conditions 
of distress that may threaten, 

It is equally important that every bust 
ness and every industry similarly consider 
the situation and get ready. The important- 
thing is to get ready now and be ready for 
any emergency. If we do this we may 
avoid a return of business depression. But 
if we do not; if we fail to see the warning 
sign and profit by it, we are going to have 
more trouble and plenty of it. The respon- 
sibility is upon us and we must shoulder it 
now, if we would come out on top.

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5 “america,” which up to the present time 
remains the national anthem ot the Unit- 
ed States, was written by Samuel Francis 
Smith, born in Boston, at the then aristo- 
¢ratic North End, within sound of the Sab- 
bath chimes of Christ church, October 21, 
17068. | 

After graduating from the Boston Latin 
school, he entered Harvard college in 1825, 
in the same class with Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, James Freeman Clark, and other 
eminent men, and during his course had as 
fellow students, Charles Sumner and Wen- 
dell Phillips. Later, he studied for the min- 
istry at the Andover Theological seminary, 
and was ordained in 1834. He preached in 
the Baptist church, and taught in Waterville, 
Maine, until 184%, when he removed to New- 
ton Centre, Masdichusetts, became the editor 
of The Christian Review, which he managed 
until 1849, and also preached continuously 
from 1842 to 1854. Most of his publications 
were of a religious character, and have left 
no very striking impression of the literature 
of his times. The simple, but impressive ode, 
by which he will be best remembered, was 
written in 1832, while studying for the min- 
istry at Andover, Mass. 

There does not appear to have been 4 
very special public event or popular enthu- 
siasm which inspired the young student, who 
at that time was trying to edit certain poems 
for a friend, but of the genius and spirit 
which inspired it there can be no question.

SERMON ON IMMORTALITY — 
PREACHED BY DR. PORTER 


“The Life That Lasts” was the subject of 
the sermon preached Sunday night ‘at the 
Second Baptist church by the pastor, Rev. 
Henry Alford Porter. Taking as his text, “If a 
man die, shall he live again?” Job xiv. 14. 
He said in part: 

“This is the everlasting wail of man in 
the ears of God. And is God silent to this 
question that rings in every breast? When 
all these human hearts turn to their Maker 
and ask, ‘Is there another life? If a man 
die, shall he live again?’ Is He silent? Is 
there no voice from the blue heavens? No 
message from the eternal darkness? Is Goa 
voiceless to this burning question of thinking 
spirits? He twould not be silent. He is not 
silent. 

“God has put an answer in the heart of 
man. In Ecclesiastes there is a passage 
which reads: ‘He hath set eternity in their 
heart. God has set the consciousness of 
immortality in the heart of man and He has 
set it very deep. Victor Hugo in hig old 
age said: ‘I feel in myself the future life. 
Winter is on my head, but eternal spring is 
in my heart.’ There is something within 
your soul that is saying now, while I speak, 
am immortal; mountains shall crumble, 
stars shall die, but I am immortal.“ Men 
sometimes drown that voice in the sea of 
their speculations or in the torrent of their 
lives, but now and again it comes to the 
gurface and cries aloud. Like Banquo’s 
ghost, the thought of immortality will not 

own. 1

EDITOR OF MUSICAL COURIER 
NOW VISITING IN ATLANTA 


Leonard Liebling, of New York, editor of 
The Musical Courier, and conceded the fore- 
most critic in this country, is a distinguished 
visitor in Atlanta for a few days. With Rene 
Devries, who has charge of The Courier bu- 
reau in Chicago, he is at the Georgian Terrace 
hotel to remain until Tuesday, and a num- 
ber of prominent citizens, to whom Mr. Lieb- 
ling had letters, called yesterday. 

Mr. Liebling’s visit is in the course of a 
ten weeks’ tour of western and southern 
cities, this following. upon similar. trips 
through other sections, for the purpose of 
feeling at first hand the musical pulse of 
the country. He is making a personal study 
of musical conditiong everywhere, and of the 
trend of opinion among musicians, music 
lovers, and musical promoters of represent 
tive type. 

His magazine, which is more than forty 
years old, has long been substantially recog- 
nized as a leading molder and reflector of the 
best class of artistic opinion; an unques- 
tioned authority in music, and a standard 
publication likewise from the standpoint of 
news interest. 

Mr. ldebling, himself a musician and com- 
poser of reputation, comes of a family mu- 
sical for generations, and this inheritance 
may account in part for the versatility of 
his genius. Imbibing music from infancy as 
the atmosphere of home, he was educated un- 


der the best auspices in this country and for 
many years in Europe, and his very person- 
ality is an index to his achievements—his air 
confident, his presence engaging at once and 
holding the interest; his views enthusiastic, 
sometimes idealistic but convincing in their 
practical strength, and in his power of ex- 
Ploiting them. 

He commented at once upon the success 
and popularity of Atlanta’s annual opera sea- 
son, but believes that a city of the civic 
spirit, ambition, and temperament which has 
made possible such an institution should 
broaden its éutlook, go in for other musical 
forms also, and make music an all-the-year- 
round interest. 

Any city which so loves opera and can s0 
easily find the money for it, he urged, could 
finance an orchestra of the genuine musician- 
ly standard other progressive cities are sup- 
Porting; orchestras which make musical his- 
tory, and pave the way for chamber music 
and the taste for the musical art in all its 
highest aspects. 

In a number of cities on tour he has made 
a strong impression, as reflected in newspa- 
per reports, in addresses before audiences of 
the substantial citizenship, on this very, 
theme; the broadening and refinement of the 
character of musical enterprise; the patron- 
age of music in its higher mediums of ex- 
pression; and the encouragement, the support 
of the musical artist, whether he be Italian, 
American or Chinese, if, to use an American- 
ism, he can “deliver the goods.”

The leading citizens seem to realize that to 
promote the growth of their respective cities, 
new hotels are a great attraction, and help 
materially in bringing business men into a 
community. 

As spring opens and the need is felt more 
acutely, ice plants occupy the thoughts of 
a number of places without them, and the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce would help 
in this feature to a very great extent, as 
they fully realize and appreciate just what 
it must be to a community, during a warm 
spell, to be without ice. . 

C. J. Hood, mayor of Commerce, Ga., states 
that one of the pressing needs of their thriv- 
ing city is better railroad echedules to At- 
lanta, an ice plant and knitting mill for 
hosiery. 

J. B. Douglas, mayor of Talbotton, Ga., 
writes that Talbotton needs an electric 
Plant, that Talbotton is.one of the largest 
towns in the state without such a plant. 
They also need a local board of trade, which 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce will im- 
mediately set about to assist them in as- 
tablishing. He also thinks hie city an ideal 
place for a canning factory. 

Logansville Needs 

N. O. Bennett, mayor of Logansville, Ga., 
writes that they need good roads and an ex- 
pert man to lay off same, which would en- 
hance the value of the farm lands in that 
section. He- also approves a lower rate of 
interest in the banks of his community, 
which in time would help the farmer out 
of debt, 

L. G. Council. mayor of Americus, writes 
that he is glad to see that the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce is looking after the 
greatest needs of the various cities of the 
state and that his peeple were deeply appre- 
ciative of the efforts of the Georgia cham- 
ber to help the state as a whole,

Confidence and Practice. 

Continuing he said: “If you ever 
learn to swim it will be the result of 
two things: Confidence and practice. 
No man can swim until he has confi- 
dence that the water will support him. 
This is absolutely essential, Until 
he gets this confidence he will be &.’rope 
hanger,’ and never know the real ex- 
hilearation of bathing. He must then 
make certain motions with hands and 
feet, or lie perfectly still and he will 
float for an indefinite time, Getting 
confidence and learning the stroke, he 
will learn to swim as a child learns to 
walk, little by little, one or two strokes 
at first, then a few more, and 80 on 
until he acquires proficiency, strength 
and endurance. And he will never for- 
get how. 

“If you ever learn to save money, it 
will be through a similar process—con- 
fidence and 1 You must first 
trust someth or somebody, or both. 
It may be an old tin box under a bed, 
the familiar teapot on the mantel, the 
parlor stove, a hole in the attic wall, 
or a corner under the carpet, but trust 
you must. You ought to trust a bank. 
When you et this confidence, vou 
must do certain things, just. as you 
learned to swim. Lou may begin tim- 
idly at first, with only a dollar—bat 
many a bank account has begun witn 
a dollar and ended with a thousand. 
As you become accustomed to banking 
your money rather than spending it as 
fast as you earn it (or faster), you will 
not be satisfied with small deposits— 
hanging on to the ropes as it were— 
but will want to see your account grow 
—attain a certain goal, as for instance 
a hundred dollars, just as the swimmer 
wants to swim across the lake, or to 
the diving board out in deep water. 

The Saving Inatinet. 

„As you form the saving habit, ac- 
quiring practice in the art of banking 
your money, this habit will develop the 
saving instinct and it will be as easy 
to save as it is to spend. 

„Once you acquire this saving instinct 
you will never afterward be satisfied 
to waste your money. You may for- 
get yourself for a time and lose your 
poise, but the saving instinct will come 
back stronger, and you will have pants 
of regret for:every foolish waste of 
money. You will chafe at being in 
debt, and living beyond your means 
will have an ever-present horror for 

ou that will save you from many 4 
ater heartache. 

“You may be plunged overboard some 
dark night and your swimming instinct 
may save you. You may face a crisis 
in life some day, and if you get the 
saving habit you can face it serenely 
knowin that you can take care of 
yourself until the skies clear. Once 
you acquire the saving habit it will be 
like swimming—easy when you get the 
knack, and you never forget how.”

On Route of the Army, March 26.— 


. 5 (Via Courier to Columbus, N. M. . March 
286.) — Trains of auto trucks which rush 
the bulk of supplies to the front at 


the rate of 14 miles and hour, are a 
new branch of the service. They run 
in lines of ten to a dozen each and 
they keep on the move day and night. 
Their operation across the sand hills 
and over the treacherous table lands of 
Chihuahua has been full of thrills. 

While the great trucks have to some 
extent mastered the desert, the lighter 
motorcycles have been hampered for 
speedy dispatch work in northern Chi- 
huahua. For the first thirty miles of 
the road taken by the transports there 
is not a habitation to be seen. In the 
first 75 miles it passes only two small 
Mexican villages. At their camp fires 
at night along the road, the Ameri- 
can soldiers .sing Broadway songs out 
of sight and hearing of any Mexican 
observer. 

Few of the thousands of troops en- 
tering Mexico saw any Mexicans un- 
til they were close to Villa's supposed 


Usually the only sheltering of the 
soldiers are the field “dog tents,” just 
large enough for a man to lie down 
in. Long dry grass frequently hides 
all except the tops of these tents. 

The large base camps are supplied 
with the usual 
tents, but along the lines of commu- 
nication where Important patrol work 
must be done, it is not unusual to come 
within a few paces of a camp before 
discovering its presence. Few Mexi- 
cans have ventured at night into the 
vicinity. Three who were discovered 
Thursday night near a large camp 
mounted horses and galloped away as 
a patrol approached them. The most 
overworked men along the military 
road are the camp cooks. At all hours 
of the night pack trains and automo- 
bile trains, some with as many as fifty 
hungry men aboard, watch for signs 
of a roadside camp. When one is 
1 they yell for the cook to make 
coffee.

Ad Clubs Employed by Naval 


Constructing Board to 


New York, March 26.— With the au- 
thority of President Wilson and Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels, the com- 
mittee on industrial preparedness of 
the naval consulting board has accept- 
ed an offer of the Associated Adver- 
tising Clubs of the World to conduct 
a free nation-wide advertising cam- 
paign to prepare the country's indus- 
tries for the manufacture of munitions 
of war. This announcement was made 
tonight by Howard E. Coffin, chairman 
of the committee, together with de- 
tails of the plan, which embraces ar- 
rangements for making for the first 
time in national history, a thorough 
inventory of American industry Dy an 
organization of 30,000 engineers. 

With “national defense and interna- 
tional peace” as the slogan, the ad- 
vertising campaign will be conducted 
in all classes of publications, on bill 
under 
the leadership of Herbert S. Houston, 
president of the associated bodies, and 
a committee of leading publishers and 
advertising experts. Mr. Houston said 
tonight that already “without cost to 
the government,” newspaper, maga- 
zine and trade paper publiskers; poster 
men and electric sign men Nd offer- 
ed space to carry the advertising. . 


Not a War Measure. 


“This is not a war measure,” he said, 
“but a peace measure. The militarist 
will support it ‘and so will the paci- 
ficist.” . 

The industrial investory, involving 
the task of building up a card index

is necessary to know in determining 
the capacity and facilities of 30,000 
plants which in time of war can be 
employed in the manufacture of muni- 
tions. The industrial lessons learned 
from the Buropean war will be con- 
sidered in co-relation with this inquiry. 
One of the principal features of the 
committee’s plan is a scheme whereby 
in time of peace manufacturers shall 
receive small annual contracts from 
the government for the manufacture 
of munitions so that they will be fa- 
miliar with methods of manufacturing 
in time of war. 

“It is vitally necessary,” Mr. Coffin 
said, “that American industry be made 
aware of the part it must play in the 
national defense. The European war 
has driven home to us that battles are 
how won not by fighting men, but by 
the fighting industries of a nation. It 
has all come down to a question of 
which country can best supply muni- 
tions of war to the men on the fight- 
ing line.” 


Three fnitial Steps. N 


Mr. Coffin outlined what he declared 
to be the three initial steps, as, first, 
to find out what American industry 
can actually produce in munitions of 
war; secon to apply that knowledge 
“in a practical way which will put the 
plants into the service of the govern- 
ment behind the army and navy;” and, 
third, “to form such an organization 
of skilled labor as will not get off the 
job when war comes, that will not allow 
skilled workers to go to the front only 
to be pulled back later, more or less 
demoralized, to tasks from which they 
should never have been taken.“ 

In the taking of an industrial inven- 
tory, Mr. Coffin said that the commit- 
tee plans to “enroll American indus- 
try at its source.” He explained how 
every state, as well as Alaska, has been 
organized through the appointment of
